York architect, to make the plans 
for what is said to have been the 
first hotel in the U.S. fully illumi- 
nated by incandescent lig rhts. 

And they brought Henry Wood- 
fin Grady, editor of The Atlarta 
Constitution, to make the dedica- 
teon~s peech when the modg) city 
was formally opened in 1882. 

The noted editor convinced the 
city’s cofounder, Sam Noble, that 
a model city must have a daily 
newspaper.

Lenders’ Registration 
Law Branded ‘Useless’ 


By ALBERT RILEY 
The state superintendent of banks told a legislative 
committee here Tuesday that a Georgia law requiring 
small loan operators to register with the state banking 


department is not being enforced and is “useless” 


until 


it is clarified and strengthened. 


A. P. Persons disagreed with 
Rep. B. C. Gardner Jr. of 
Dougherty County over whether | 
the present law authorizes the 
superintendent to enforce’ the 
law. But he did agree with Gard-| 
ner that the existing statute is 
*‘useless’’ and said: 

‘Give me a clean cut law with 
teeth in it and money to enforce 
it and I will.” 


ASK OPINION 


At a meeting of the commit-| 
tee created to investigate ‘‘loan’ 
sharking’’ in Georgia, Gardner 
said he had no personal criticism 
of Persons but argued that the 
present law is either inadequate 
or not being enforced. 

Persons said that like his pred- 
ecessors in office he has been 
operating under a prior ruling 
of the attorney general that the 
banking department does not 
have authority to institute crim-| 
inal action against small loan 
firms who fail to register and | 
obtain a license, 

As a result of this discussion, 
the committee headed by State 
Insurance Commissioner Zack 
Cravey as chairman, decided to! 
ask Atty. Gen. Eugene Cook to) 
give an interpretation of the law | 
at the next meeting of the leg-| 
islative group later this month. | 

Pointing to another state law| 
which permits another class of! 
money lenders known as “‘like as-| 
sociations’’ to register with the 
secretary of state under build- 
ing and loan association regula-| 
tions, Gardner said he believed | 
both types of lenders ‘‘should be 
fed out of the same spoon” and 
be regulated by a uniform law. 


POLICE ITSELF 


Cravey told the committee he 
has been concerned over the 
operations of some loan firms 
who require borrowers to buy 
insurance, thus collecting exorbi- 
tant interest and evading usury 
laws. 

There is a place in the state's 
economy for legitimate small 
loan businesses, however, Cra- 
vey said. And he added he be- 
lieves that if practical laws and 
regulations are adopted the loan 
industry will help police itself. 

The committee agreed that 
public hearings should be held 
on the loan sharking problem 


Avoid Loan Sharks, 
U.S. Employes Told 


Government workers in At- 
lanta are being urged to steer 
clear of loan sharks. 

“It has recemtly come to our 
attention there are some Fed- 
eral “Civil Service employes 
who are subjecting themselves 
to the burden of dealing with 
loan sharks,’ warns a letter 
from J. Pete Harris, secretary- 
treasurer of the Federal Em- 
ployee Credit Union. 

The letter points out that the 
yovernment workers can bor- 
row from the federal credit 
union up to $200 (to be repaid 
in eight months with a total 
interest cost of $9) and that 
“any Civil Service employe 
who is paying more is paying 
too much.”’

The present day agitation in some of the churches over church 
union and segregation is not the breath-taking new issue some of 
us have thought. I guess it must be as old as diversity of denomi- 
nation and race but with the passage of years and the soothing 
light history -shows on such things, people seem to have been 
calmer on the subject in the old days. 

Over in Lincoln County where they're getting ready to cele 
brate the 100th anniversary of old Beulah Baptist Church June 20, 
some of the members have dug into church history and come 
up with some mighty appealing and enlightening information. 

For instance in 1849 folks in Lincoln County apparently han- 
dled their religious differences with grace and good humor. 
George White's ‘Statistics of the State of Georgia’’ lists for 
Lincoln County these denominations: Methodists, Baptists, Pres- 
byterians, Universalists and Roman Catholics. And the church 
which is now called Beulah Baptist was then identified as ‘‘one 
Union Church common to Methodist, Baptists and Presbyterians.”’ 


Of course in 1854 the church moved “over the Creake to a 
new spot elected for a new church-house of Worship” and then 
is when it became Beulah Baptist. There it had the problem of 
providing space for its colored members and, like ‘many other 
churches, had a balcony for a time but, as present day research- 
ers point out, “‘all joined Beulah, all were baptized by the same 
pastor and all were disciplined with the same Rules of De- 
corum.”’ Then in 1856 colored members began holding special 
conferences, by 1860 they were holding their own meetings on 
separate Sundays and in 1870 with the financial help of white 
members they were able to employ a Negro pastor who preached 
to them in the same church. Not until 1881 did the darker 
brethern pull out and then they were given four acres of land 
on which to build their church and were allowed to borrow 
church benches to be used in their new edifice, which was 
named Trinity Baptist. They had previously selected and or- 
dained as deacons two members of their own race.

Male 
members were required to attend conference and the things 
that vou could be ‘‘reported”’ for! 

Dancing and fiddling were powerful sinful occupations and 
‘use of unchristian language’? and performance of ‘‘unchristian 
acts”’ brought down swift and sure exclusion.
